On June 1, 2005 Alabamians 
will be able to access the infor- 
mation on their credit reports by 
going to wWw.annualcreditre- 
port.com, by calling 1-877-322- 
8228, or by mailing and annual 
Credit Report Request Form to 
Annual Credit Report Request 
Service, Post Office” Box 
105281, Atlanta, Ga. 30348- 
5281. A link to the credit reports 
website ‘can’ be found. on 
Attorney General King’s Family 
Protection. Unit website — at 
www.familyprojection.ala- 
bama.gov. 

Alabama ‘consumers ‘should 
know that the free reports will 
include account and inquiry 
‘information, but will not include 
the consumers’. credit. scores. 
Consumers have the option to 


request the reports from all three 
ofthe consumer reporting com- 
paniesat once, or to stagger 
their requests throughout the 
course of the year. 

Attorney. General King: urges 
Alabamians to take vadvantage 
of this’ opportunity because it 
gives consumets a chance to 
review .theif credit reports to 
determine if the reports include 
fraudulent or incorrect informa- 
tion. Such information may 
indicate that consumers ‘have 
become victims of identity theft. 
If consumers do discover incor-' 
rect. information © on’. their 
reports, theyPhave the right to 
dispute. the incorrect’ informa- 
tion on these reports. 

“Identity thieves obtain con- 
sumers’ financial and personal 
information through a variety of 
means, from stealing their mail 
to tricking the consumers into 
providing their information. 
These thieves, prey on our citi- 
zens who have worked hard 
their entiré lives to pay their 
bills on time, save for the future, 


and establish good credit. 
Unfortunately, many identity 
theft victims don’t become 
aware of the fraud until they 
apply for a loan‘and are turned 
down’ because of low credit 
score. This new federal protec- 
tion gives consumers the ability 
to be proactive by making sure 
that the information on. their 
credit report is correct and’ by 
taking action now to correct any 
incorrect or fraudulent informa- 
tion on t heir reports.”

Husband arrested after 


shooting estranged wife 


A weekend shooting in the 
Shady Grove community of 
Coffee County resulted in’ the 
arrest of one person and the hos- 
pitalization of another. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Ben Moates, the incident 
occurred on Coffee County 
Road 345, He said the Elba 
Police Department ' dispatch 
received a 911 call at approxi- 
mately 11:30 a.m. Sunday, June 
5, with the caller advising he 
had shot his wife in the head. 

Prior to Coffee. County 
Sheriff's Department personnel 
arriving on-scene, Moates said 
the victim made: her way to a 
residence on County Road 349. 
The victim was later transported 
from this residence by Coffee 
County EMS personnel to Elba 
General Hospital. 

Moates said the victim  suf- 
fered a gunshot wound to the 
right forehead; however, it: was 
not beliéved to be. a life-threat- 
ening wound; 

“The ‘complete cause of the 
altercation is still under investi- 
gation,” Moates said. “Because 
of medical treatment, the victim 
was not able to give a complete 
statement as to the events of the 
incident.” 


He said evidence indicates the 
victim was shot in the yard of 
the residence on County Road 
345. The initial 911 call was 
made by Charles Carpenter 
from that residence. 

The sheriff said the victim, 
Evelyn Carpenter, age 43, was 
able to walk a short distance 
across a field to the residence on 
County Road 349 where the sec- 
ond 911 came from and EMS 
personnel was dispatched. 

Arrested and charged with 
domestic violence first degree 
was Charles Carpenter, age 45, 
of 221 County. Road 345, Elba, 
Ala, He was placed in. the 
Coffee County. Jail under 4 
$10,000 bond. 

According to reports, the vic- 
tim is the estranged wife of the 
suspect, 

Moates. said the .22 caliber 
rifle believed to be used in the 
shooting was recovered at the 
County Road 345.residence. 

Carpenter surrendered him- 
self to. Sheriff Moates’ shortly 
after the sheriff arrived on scene 
while other deputies established 
a perimeter, 

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department is continuing the 
investigation of this incident.

Maybe it was hard core mean- 
ness led by the devil himself, acting through the body of one or two 
of those involved. At this point it is entirély too late for these young- 
sters to “just shy no”, leave or whatever.

Alabama selected for new national 
obesity education program 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health is one of 13 sites 
selected to' implement Ways to 
Enhance Children’s Activity & 
Nutrition (We Can!), a new 
National Institutes. of Health pro- 
gram to address overweight and 
obesity among youth ages 8-13. 
We Can! encourages healthy eat- 
ing, increased physical. activity, 
and reduced sedentary time. 

“Overweight in children “is 
clearly. a public health crisis. 16 
percent of children in the United 
States are carrying around excess 
weight — that’s 9 million chil- 
dren who are at increased risk for 
chronic illnesses such as heart 
disease, diabetes and asthma,” 
said Secretary Mike Leavitt of the 
U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services. 

“We need to act now to pre- 
vent obesity in our children,” 
said NIH ‘Director Dr. Elias 


’ Zerhouni. “Obesity is a high pri- 


ority of the NIH.” 

Molly Pettyjohn, nutritionist 
with the Nutrition and Physical 
Activity Unit of the Alabama 
Department of Public Health, 
said, “Several sites are interested 
in implementing the We Can! 
Program, The participating sites 
will be announced soon.” 

The science-based We Can! 
program helps parents teach their 
children to: 

* Eat a sufficient amount of a 
variety of fruits and vegetables 
per day 

* Choose small portions at 
home and at restaurants 

* Eat fewer high-fat foods and 
energy-dense foods that are low 
in nutrient value such as French 
fries, bacon and doughnuts 

* Substitute water or fat-free 
or low-fat milk for sweetened 
beverages such as sodas 

* Engage in at least 60 min- 
utes of moderate physical activ- 
ity on most, preferably all, days 
of the week 

* Reduce recreational screen 
time (television, computer and 
video games) to no more than 
two hours per day 

U.S, Surgeon General Richard 
H, Carmona, M.D., said, “As par- 
ents, we must lead by example. 
The behaviors that children learn 
from us now will last a lifetime, 
We must encourage our children 
to enjoy healthy foods and to be 
physically active for at least 60 
minutes a day —— not only 
through sports, but also by doing 
simple things like taking the 
stairs, riding their bikes, and just 
getting out and playing,”

owners to. vaccinate for 
West Nile Virus 


Commissioner Ron Sparks 
announced that.two positive 
cases of West Nile Virus (WNV) 
in horses have been found in St, 
Clair County. These are the first 
two confirmed cases of WNV in 
Alabama this year, 

WNV is one of the fastest 
growing health threats to horses, 
Since its discovery in 1999, this 
mosquito-borne disease has 
spread quickly throughout the 
United States, Infected mosqui- 
toes are the primary source for 
WNYV. The virus causes inflam- 
mation or swelling of the brain 
and spinal cord. General symp- 
toms include central nervous 
system signs such as: depres- 
sion, lethargy, loss of appetite, 
stumbling, and muscular twitch- 
ing. Although the vast majority 
of infections have been identi- 
fied in birds, WNV has been 
shown to infect horses, cats, 
bats, chipmunks, skunks, squir- 
rels, and domestic rabbits, These 
animals are ‘not, however, a 
source of infection for people 
and other animals, 

Commissioner Sparks and 
State Veterinarian Dr. Tony 
Frazier recommend vaccinating 


-horses every six months against 


WNY and EEE (another serious 
mosquito-borne virus), Horse 
Owners are encouraged to con- 
tact their local veterinarian to 
schedule a vaccination for their 
horses,

Choosing the right

to purchase, but are limited on space. They also have a high center 
of gravity that can present a problem on uneven roads. 

Travel trailers are the choice of many, mainly because of the 
ample space they afford and the fact that the tow vehicle is free for 
other uses once the trailer is set up at the campsite. The primary dis- 
advantage with pulling a travel trailer is it limits one’s ability to 
trailer a boat. Some states allow pulling a boat behind a travel trail- 
er on certain roads, but other prohibits it altogether. One solution is 
to use one of the folding boats such as the PortaBoat or an inflatable, 
Campers pulling a trailer with a pickup can carry an aluminum boat 
on a truck rack, 

The motor home has had a surge in popularity in recent years. 
They can easily tow a boat or another vehicle and they are not as 
hard to drive as they may first seem. They offer a lot of room, but 
they are expensive, The Class C uses the van cab concept is the 
least expensive, but offers ample room for three or four people. 

Douglas Green, a retired school principal from Coffee County, 
has tried all three versions of RVs, He says he settled on the fifth- 
wheel travel trailer because of its’ case of towing and the fact that 
he has a vehicle free for other uses. The bottom line is all three beat 
sleeping in @ tent on a rainy night, The choice is yours, and shop- 
ping for one is half the fun.

The 
remaining 19,546 sq, ft. will be 
utilized for a multipurpose. cen- 
ter in which Boswell said will 
hold a capacity of 808 people in 
a round table seating environ- 
ment or 1.326 people in an audi- 
torium-type setting. 

In a previous meeting, the 
commission approved a com- 


mitment of $50,000 per year for 
three years towards the project. 
On Monday, Boswell said he 
Was requesting commissioners 
look at going from a three year 
limit to 20 years. bringing the 
total monetary commitment to 
$1 million. 

He said the county could enter 
a lease agreement with the city 
for the senior citizens and multi- 
purpose center. The mayor also 
said the city could help with 
financing, but also asked the 
county assist with some on-site 
preparation of the construction 
site. 

Boswell said he knew he was 
asking for a lot, but he feels the 
center will benefit not only. the 
citizens of Enterprise but Coffee 
County as a whole. He contin- 
ued by saying 48 percent of the 
voting population lives within 
the Enterprise City Limits. 

The overall cost of the project 
is estimated at-$2:5 million, and 
Boswell said ADECA (Alabama 
Department. of Economic and 
Community Affairs) has. award- 
ed a $250,000 grant for the sen- 
ior citizens center. 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens offered a. motion to
